The province’s energy utility says 
it’s facing higher costs — and it’s 
asking consumers how they’d like 
to pay. 

Nova Scotia Power Inc. held a 
meeting with consumer advocates 
on Wednesday to discuss their ris¬ 
ing costs and a potential 7.1 per 
cent increase on residential power 
bills. 

The utility has not made a 
request for the rate increase to the 
Nova Scotia Utility and Review 
Board, and has no immediate plans 
to do so. But according to Rene Gal¬ 
lant, NSPI’s general manager of reg¬ 
ulatory affairs, higher costs are 
coming as early as 2012. 

“What we said to people ... is 
look; if we can see what’s coming, 
why don’t we talk about something 


that could be done over two, three 
or four years,” said Gallant. 

NSPI is also considering an 
increase of six per cent in the com¬ 
mercial rate, and a 10 per cent 
increase in industrial costs. 

Gallant noted the utility hasn’t 
changed its base rate in about three 
years. But he acknowledged a year 
after NSPI hiked rates due to the 
cost of fuel, the news may not be 
overly palatable for ratepayers. 

“We know that people aren’t 
going to be happy that rates might 
have to go up, and we’re not hap¬ 
py as well,” he said. 

“(But) we can’t control things 
like global coal pricing... (and) year 
over year those kind of things can 
happen.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter said the 
potential of higher energy costs for 
Nova Scotians is “veiy concerning.” 

“It makes life harder for people,” 
he said.

A new chapter in the ongo¬ 
ing MLA expense saga be¬ 
gan on Wednesday, with 
lawyers for the four ac¬ 
cused appearing on behalf 
of their clients in court. 

The past and present 
MLAs — Trevor Zinclc, 
Richard Hurlburt, Dave 
Wilson, and Russell MacK¬ 
innon — did not show up to 
face the cameras — or the 
judge. 

Instead, their lawyers 


waived reading of their 
charges and set a date to set 
a date for further hearings. 

MacKinnon was the only 
one of the four who elected 
for the type of trial by 
Supreme Court judge alone. 

The other three will have 
to decide that in the com¬ 
ing months — Zinclc by 
May 20, Hurlburt by June 
21, and Wilson by July 7. 

On those respective 
dates, the three can elect 
for a number of options — 
trial in provincial or 
Supreme Court, by judge 
and jury or by judge alone. 


MacKinnon’s defence 
lawyer, Joel Pink, told re¬ 
porters outside the court¬ 
room his client will be 
pleading not guilty. 

“Based on our review of 
the evidence, it’s our inten¬ 
tion to plead not guilty,” 
Pink said. 

Zinclc, the only sitting 
politician charged in the 
RCMP’s probe, reiterated he 
intends to clear his name. 

“I’ve stayed around for 
this last year for obvious 
reasons,” he said on the 
way into the legislature 
Wednesday.

Nova Scotia’s health min¬ 
ister says recent deaths 
related to prescription 
drugs in the Annapolis 
Valley will be examined. 

Maureen MacDonald 
says she wants to look at 
the issue from a public 
health perspective after 
concerns were raised by 
police and community or¬ 
ganizations. 

In Kentville, police 
Chief Mark Mander says 
he raised the issue with 


the provincial govern¬ 
ment 15 months ago, and 
since then at least nine 
people have died in the 
area. 

Dr. Richard Gould, 
medical officer of health 
for the Annapolis Valley, 
Southwest and South 
Shore, will work with the 
Annapolis Valley District 
Health Authority to look 
into the deaths. 

MacDonald says Gould 
will report on any pat¬ 


terns he finds and he will 
also work with Mander. 

“Mental health and ad¬ 
dictions are a priority for 
government, and I am 
concerned about this very 
complex issue,” MacDon¬ 
ald said. “We decided the 
best course of action is to 
engage Dr. Gould to deter¬ 
mine the facts and report 
on any patterns he finds 
related to these unfortu¬ 
nate deaths.”

The province says it is 
close to providing high¬ 
speed, broadband Internet 
service to any customer in 
the province who wants it. 

Ian Thompson, deputy 
minister of Economic and 
Rural Development, told a 
legislature committee on 
Wednesday there’s now a 
waiting list of just 600 cus¬ 
tomers who have asked for 
the service. 

He also said the 
province is going to stay

leys. 

The project, which start¬ 
ed in 2007, had originally 
aimed for completion by 
the end of 2009, but 
Thompson said that dead¬ 
line was too ambitious due 
to the terrain and unex-

pected technical glitches. 

The program started by 
the previous Conservative 
government uses a net¬ 
work of towers and re¬ 
peater poles to reach rural 
locations everywhere in 
the province.

Homebuyers in HRM are 
paying a little more for 
houses today then they 
were this time last year. 

This is even though total 
sales of houses in the re¬ 
gion are on the decline. 

According to a report is¬ 
sued Wednesday by the No¬ 
va Scotia Association of 
Realtors, the average price 
of a home sold in the Hali¬ 


fax region for the first quar¬ 
ter of 2011 is $257,261. That 
is an increase of 3.8 per 
cent. 

But for actual sold 
homes in the region, there 
is an 11 per cent decrease 
from last year, to 2,891. 

Karen Edwards, the for¬ 
mer president of the Nova 
Scotia Association of Real¬ 
tors, said it’s no surprise 
sales are down even though 
it’s a more balanced mar¬ 
ket. 


“When listings are down 
there are less properties 
from which buyers can 
choose from,” she said. 
“People feel safer holding 
on to their investments 
these days.” 

Edwards said the market 
has remained steady 
through tough economic 
times and because of this 
people are more cautious, 
resulting in more of a “wait 
and see” attitude. 

When it comes to the fu¬ 


ture of the housing market 
in Nova Scotia, Edwards did 
not want to make any pre¬ 
dictions. 

“Nova Scotia is made up 
of such widely divergent 
communities and widely di¬ 
vergent housing markets,” 
she said. “Even in a single 
community houses can 
have a massive range in 
price. 

“I wouldn’t want to be 
the one to have to predict 
that,” she laughed.

A Somali-Canadian single mother 
who said she was paid under the 
table to clean the prime minister’s 
residence skipped a news conference 
Wednesday where she was set to air 
her complaints. 

Zahra Bulle spoke to The Canadi¬ 
an Press the evening before, describ¬ 
ing how she had done janitorial 
work inside 24 Sussex Drive last 
year. She said she was paid in cash by 
a contracting company and felt un¬ 
comfortable about it. 

The organizers of the event, the 
Service Employees International 
Union (SEIU), said Bulle got cold feet 
after receiving a late-night call from 


legal complaint based on allegations 
Bulle and other workers were threat¬ 
ened with dismissal if they tried to 
organize. 

They are filing complaints with 
the Ontario Labour Relations Board 
and the federal Labour Department. 

“I’m urging the government to 
protect workers like me in their gov¬ 
ernment buildings,” Bulle said in a 
written statement read out at the 
news conference.

Mom given 12 years for suffocating toddler 


“One need only count to 70 and reflect 
upon what it was the accused was doing 
to a helpless 20-month-old child to 
realize the utter senselessness of such 
an act.”

A Manitoba mother who 
suffocated her young 
daughter while the two 
were staying at a women’s 
shelter has been sentenced 
to 12 years behind bars. 

Nicole Redhead, who as 
a child witnessed her 
mother kill her father, had 
pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter last year. 

Redhead, 29, had her 
three children taken away 
by Child and Family Servic¬ 
es but regained custody of 
her toddler, Jaylene, in 


2009. Court heard how 
Redhead was in a woman’s 
shelter that summer when 
she became violent with 
the crying two-year-old. 

She held her hand over 
her daughter’s mouth un¬ 
til the youngster stopped 
breathing and did not call 
for help. During the autop¬ 
sy, medical examiners 
found 30 separate bruises 
over the child’s body in¬ 
cluding some that had not 
yet risen to the surface. 

Chief Justice Glenn Joy- 


al said the 20-month-old’s 
death was the culmination 
of “gruesome abuse.” 

“Having already caused 
the injuries that gave rise 
to what I was told reason¬ 
ably would have been cries 


of pain by the deceased, 
the accused then placed 
her hand over the de¬ 
ceased’s mouth for be¬ 
tween 70 seconds and two 
minutes,” Joyal said in his 
decision, the associated press

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Texas fire 
rages on 

O Firefighters optimistic with a 20 to 30 per cent 
chance of rain O Rain only forecast for some areas 


Firefighters in Texas were 
battling several massive 
blazes across the state 
Wednesday, adding up to 
more than 400,000 
hectares of land burned in 
a little more than a week 
in the drought-stricken 
state. 

The fire started Friday in 
the Possum Kingdom Lake 
area, a community of most¬ 
ly weekend homes about 
115 kilometres west of Fort 
Worth. It spread into two 
other counties and was still 
raging well into Tuesday 
night. 


That’s when authorities 
ordered the 400 residents 
of Palo Pinto, about 80 kilo¬ 
metres west of Fort Worth, 
to leave because of the ad¬ 
vancing flames, said Troop¬ 
er Gaiy Rozzell of the 
Texas Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety. The county’s jail 
inmates also evacuated, as 
did the nearby community 
of Graford and the small 
town of Strawn, south of 
the lake. 

Firefighters had some 
hope as rain and higher 
humidity levels were fore¬ 
cast for the rest of the 


week in parts of the state. 

A 20 to 30 per cent 
chance of rain was forecast 
for Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day in the North Texas 
area, said Daniel Huclcaby, 
of the National Weather 
Service in Fort Worth. 

“Some areas will get 
some rainfall, but unfortu¬ 
nately most will not. And 
with the chaotic wind that 
thunderstorms can pro¬ 
duce, and the lightning 
they can produce, that can 
make matters worse,” 
Huclcaby said.

O Misrata, Libya’s third-largest 
city, besieged by government forces 
O France vows to step up airstrikes 


Inside the besieged city of 
Misrata, spent rockets pro¬ 
trude from the pavement 
of a parking lot, unarmed 
teenagers prepare plastic 
crates of Molotov cock¬ 
tails, and fighters at road¬ 
blocks sit inside empty 
shipping containers outfit¬ 
ted with furniture, carpets 
and generator-powered 
TVs, watching Al-Jazeera 
reports of their war with 
Moammar Gadhafi. 

For nearly two months, 
Gadhafi’s forces have laid 
siege to the only major 
city in western Libya still 
in opposition hands, and 
its residents said the at¬ 
tacks have been relentless 
and hundreds of people 
have been killed. 

“The number of artillery 
shells and mortars is truly 
amazing,” said Abdul-Athim 
Salim, a geography profes¬ 
sor at the local university. 
“The only break is when 
they are changing ammuni¬ 
tion. Other than that, it’s 


continuous. It just keeps go¬ 
ing. Boom, boom, boom!” 

Gadhafi’s forces have in¬ 
tensified their assault on 
Libya’s third-largest city, 
firing tank shells and rock¬ 
ets into residential areas, 
according to witnesses. 

NATO commanders have 
admitted their airpower is 
limited in being able to 
protect civilians in a city — 
the core mission of the in¬ 
ternational air campaign. 

Gadhafi’s government 
has come under sharp in¬ 
ternational criticism for its 
assault on Misrata and 
been accused by human 
rights groups of using 
heavy weapons, including 
shells, missiles and cluster 
bombs. Such bombs can 
cause indiscriminate casu¬ 
alties and have been 
banned by many countries. 

Libyan officials have 
persistently denied the 
army is shelling Misrata or 
using cluster bombs.

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It’s 'impossible’ 
to save: Survey 

O Repaying debt is only going to get harder as spiking 
inflation drives interest rates up, experts say 


Nearly one-third of Cana¬ 
dians don’t have enough 
money to cover living ex¬ 
penses, while 38 per cent 
have no savings at all, 
says a survey from TD 
Bank. 

And with interest rates 
expected to rise this sum¬ 
mer, clearing debts proba¬ 
bly won’t get any easier. 

“I think it’s worri¬ 
some,” said Carrie Russell, 
senior vice-president of 
retail banking at TD Cana¬ 
da Trust. 

The online survey 
based on a representative 
sample of 1,003 adults 
says 30 per cent of Cana¬ 
dians don’t have enough 
money to cover rent and 
food bills. 


Busted 


► In the Atlantic provinces, 

22 per cent of respondents 
said they found saving 
“impossible," and 43 per 
cent said any leftover 
money was being used to 
pay down debt. 


The respondents said 
their top goals were: Sav¬ 
ing for retirement (73 per 
cent), paying off credit 
cards (72 per cent) and 
major purchases or vaca¬ 
tions (53 per cent each). 

Russell said 12 per cent 
of those surveyed 
couldn’t save because 
“they shopped beyond 


their means.” Nineteen 
per cent under the age of 
35 said they spent too 
much on shopping, she 
added. 

“This really comes 
down to the age-old ques¬ 
tion of budgeting, choices 
and skills required in 
making plans for a 
healthy financial future.” 

On the flip side, 30 per 
cent of Canadians said 
they had enough money 
saved to cover living ex¬ 
penses for at least four 
months. 

Russell recommends a 
cushion of three to six 
months of income saved 
to get through unexpect¬ 
ed financial shocks.

Whether you're new to the country, new to 
voting, or just an ignouramous (note the 
Canadian spelling), you may be confused by 
some of the lingo you've been hearing since 
the “writ" was “dropped" in our “democracy." 
If that sounds like you, then here's a special 
glossary to bring you meaning as you decide 
who is the lesser of five evils. 

CANADA VOTES 2011 GLOSSARY 

Advance poll: A place where Canadians who are un¬ 
able to cast ballots on voting day exercise their right to 
avoid voting in advance. 

Coalition: Traditionally a temporary alliance of po¬ 
litical parties used to form a government when no sin¬ 
gle party can do so. More recently understood to be the 
worst, most reckless, most despicable action a party 
can take short of mailing people flesh-eating disease. 

Democracy: A form of government designed to give 
the maximum number of people in society the impres¬ 
sion that what they think matters. In Canada, usually 
accompanied by a question mark. (Google it and see.) 

Gerrymander: To divide electoral ridings in a way 
that favours one party over another; for example, if 
the Conservative government created a riding that in¬ 
cluded only affluent suburbs, or if Elizabeth May creat¬ 
ed a riding that included only her house.

originally contained an L. 

Independent: A candidate so true to his or her own 
ideals and personal vision for Canada that he or she 
has no chance of winning. 

Poll: A survey that indicates the voting intentions of 
people who still have landlines and are so lonely that 
they’re just happy to have someone to talk to, 19 times 
out of 20. 

Pundit: A political commentator who forms 
opinions by commenting on the opinions of other pun¬ 
dits. The identity of The Original Pundit is a closely 
guarded secret. 

Green party: The Glossary Consortium has ruled 
that the Green party will not get its own definition un¬ 
til it has a seat in the House of Commons. 

Bloc Quebecois: A political party that blames the 
federal government for everything bad and takes cred¬ 
it for everything good, making it the party that most 
closely resembles the average Canadian. 

New Democratic Party: The political party that will 
hold the balance of power in the House of Commons 
for the foreseeable future through the power of fourth- 
place finishes. 

Grits: (slang) Southern corn-based food or the Liber¬ 
al Party of Canada; traditionally goes with pork. 

Conservative party: (Definition redacted).

TORONTO. Children’s en¬ 
tertainer and activist 
Rafifi is urging “Beluga 
grads” to vote in the fed¬ 
eral election.

Get cracking to 
eggs- 

traordinary tree 
in Germany 

Vollcer Kraft’s apple sapling sported 
just 18 eggs when he first decorated 
it for Easter in 1965. Decades later, 
the sturdy tree is festooned with 
9,800 eggs, artfully decorated with 
everything from sequins to seashells. 

Decking trees with hollowed-out, 
painted eggs for Easter is popular in 
Germany, but the 75-year-old 
retiree’s annual creation has become 


something spe¬ 
cial in Saalfeld. 
Last year, it 
drew more than 
13,000 visitors. 

Kraft needs 
two weeks and 
countless trips 
up and down his 
ladder to hang 
the eggs and the 
task has become 
a little heavier each year since he be¬ 
gan the decorations in 1965. 

Kraft plans to add another 200 
eggs next year — bringing his total 
to 10,000 — and then stop, if only 
because he is running out of room 
to store the mountain of boxes.

Tyler Perry has something 
he’d like to get off his chest. 
“Spike (Lee) can go straight 
to hell! You can print that,” 
the self-made entertain¬ 
ment mogul says. “I am 
sick of him talking about 
me ... I am sick of him talk¬ 
ing about black people go¬ 
ing to see movies. This is 
what he said: ‘You vote by 
what you see,’ as if black 


people don’t know what 
they want to see.” 

The two filmmakers 
have hardly been close 
since Lee started lambast¬ 
ing Perry’s work two years 
ago, saying that Perry’s 
work is “troubling” and 
“harkens back to Amos and 
Andy.” A war of words be¬ 
gan between Perry and Lee, 
and Perry is ready to put 
the whole thing behind 
him. “Spike needs to shut 
the hell up,” he says. 

While Perry insists he 
tries his best to stay posi¬ 


tive, the amount of criti¬ 
cism of him out there has 
reached such a level that he 
had to respond, culminat¬ 
ing with a letter to fans he 
posted online this week 
warning of the “folks out 
there that work overtime 
trying to keep people from 
seeing my movies,” includ¬ 
ing his latest, Tyler Perry’s 
Madea’s Big Happy Family, 
out this weekend. “I don’t 
even understand it (but) 
this is where the whole 
Spike Lee (comment) comes 
from — the negativity, 


‘This is Stepin Fetchit, this 
is coon-ery, this is buffoon¬ 
ery,’” he says. “And they try 
to get people to get on this 
bandwagon with them, to 
get this mob mentality to 
come against what I’m do¬ 
ing. 

“I’m tired of just laying 
down, tired of just being 
nice and letting them say 
whatever they want to say 
however they want to say it 
without people knowing 
what the intent really is,” 
Perry says. 

What surprises Perry 


most is how much of the 
criticism comes from with¬ 
in the black community. 

“I’ve never seen Jewish 
people attack Seinfeld and 
say, ‘This is a stereotype.’ 
I’ve never seen Italian peo¬ 
ple attack The Sopranos,” 
he says. “It’s always black 
people, and this is some¬ 
thing that I cannot undo .... 
And I’m sick of it from us. 
We don’t have to worry 
about anybody else trying 
to destroy us and take shots 
because we do it to our¬ 
selves.”

It somehow 
came up at 
a junior 
high party 
that I could

worm.’ One 
dislocated shoulder later 
we found out that that was 
a lie and peer pressure is 
dangerous. 

Around the same time 
my father was lecturing me 
about the laws of physics, 
breakdancing in Halifax 
was cutting its teeth, ac¬ 
cording to Drew Moore, 
creator of Concrete Roots 
Productions. 

“It started in 1998 with 
LockDown Crew,” Moore 
told me over drinks recent¬ 


ly. “There were maybe 40 
active brealcdancers in all 
of Atlantic Canada by 
2008.” 

As the brains behind the 
dance business, Moore en¬ 
joyed a nice pat on the 
back when his baby nabbed 
this year’s Best New Busi¬ 
ness Award from Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“It’s not something you 
would think of when you 
think best new business so 
it did a lot to legitimize 
breakdancing in our re¬ 
gion,” he told me. “It shows 
how community-minded 
they are.” 

Moore has taken his 
crew off the stage and into 
public schools, offering af¬ 
ter school programs for 
youth around the city, 
keeping the kiddies out of 
trouble while grooming 
new talent for the local 
dance scene. 


“Head down to the wa¬ 
terfront over the summer 
and you’re going to see one 
of our kids busking,” he 
said. 

There’s no question that 
breakdancing is peaking in 
popularity. Shows like 
America’s Best Dance Crew 
and So You Think You Can 
Dance, Moore believes, 
have increased the general 
public’s dance vocabulaiy. 
Sometimes kids are picking 
it up faster than he can 
keep up. 

“There are some styles 
that the kids need to teach 
me,” Moore confessed. 
“Forty years ago, break¬ 
dancing was being devel¬ 
oped by kids and now 
there’s popping, locking, 
house, jerking, and ‘the 
dougie.’” 

Wolf Blitzer taught me 
how to ‘dougie’ on 
YouTube.

MUST CLOSE! 
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Earth Hour began this year where it al¬ 
ways begins — on the east coast of 
Australia. For the next 24 hours it 
moved steadily through time zones 
around the world as millions of people 
switched off their lights, appliances and 
television sets for one symbolic hour. 
Around the world familiar landmarks 
faded to dark — Big Ben, the Eiffel 
Tower, the Brandenburg Gate, the 
Parthenon, Forbidden City and Mount 
Rushmore. In the Philippines a few tel¬ 
evision stations even halted their 
broadcasts. Organizers are still tallying 
the numbers, but Earth Hour 2010 was 
already counted as the biggest on 
record, with more than a billion people 
taking part. 

Jed Goldberg admits that events like 
Earth Hour don’t really benefit the en¬ 
vironment in any appreciable way, but 
he says they are powerful symbols nev¬ 


ertheless. Goldberg is"Tfte president of 
Earth Day Canada, an organisation that 
coordinates Earth Day events, pro¬ 
motes year-round programs and edu¬ 
cates Canadians on environmental 
issues. “The fact that so many millions 
of people around the world take part in 
these events shows that there is an en¬ 
vironmental consciousness out there 
that didn’t exist 20 years ago,” he says. 
“It’s very encouraging.” 

In fact you have to go back 40 years 
to truly gauge the progress of the envi¬ 
ronmental movement. The first Earth 
Day took place in the United States in 
1970, in the era of the Kent State Mas¬ 
sacre and campus sit-ins. Environmen¬ 
talists like Rachael Carson, Jacques 
Cousteau and Jane Goodall were start¬ 
ing to become household names, while 
an iconic photograph of a fragile planet 
Earth on a background of black noth¬ 


ingness — an image taken by Apollo 
astronauts on the way to the moon — 
captured humanity’s imagination. 
“Earth Day was supposed to be a one- 
day wonder,” says Goldberg. “Another 
excuse for a college sit-in. But it 
touched a nerve, and 20 million Ameri¬ 
cans took part.” 

That’s a small number, in retrospect. 
Last year 90 million Americans 
switched off their lights for Earth Hour, 
and many more millions took part in 
Earth Day and Earth Month activities 
around the world. But is the movement 
really having an appreciable affect on 
the environment? Goldberg says yes. 
“Today environmental awareness is 
part of our culture here in Canada,” he 
says. “It’s part of our daily routine. 
Twenty years ago a lot of people didn’t 
even know what composting was. 
Nowadays a lot of urban Canadians 


have composters in their back yards. 
Recycling programs are ubiquitous and 
there’s a real awareness of things like 
organic food and energy saving.” 

In fact, studies show in just the first 
four years of the last decade, compost¬ 
ing increased the amount of organic 
waste diverted from Canadian landfills 
by 70 percent. Recycling has also in¬ 
creased by nearly 10 percent since 
2006, decreasing the amount of waste 
coming from Canadian households by 
about 4 percent. But carbon emissions 
in Canada are increasing faster than the 
population, and recent events like the 
nuclear reactor crisis in Japan and last 
year’s oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico 
point to the fact that much more needs 
to be done. “We’ve just scratched the 
surface,” says Goldberg. “Shifting our 
environmental sensibilities is just the 
first step, but it’s an important step.”

BAY OF FUNDY: Currently on the 
short list of choices for the “seven 
wonders of the natural world” the 
Bay of Fundy between Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick is a mecca for 
whale and bird watchers, fossil 
hunters, kayakers and photographers. 
ALGONQUIN PARK: The oldest 
provincial park in Canada is also one 
of the country’s finest. Within easy 
reach from Ottawa, Algonquin Park 
is a chance to see big game wildlife 
in its natural state, and follow in the 
footsteps of the Group of Seven. 

CAP TOURMENTE NATIONAL 
WILDLIFE AREA: Just a short drive 
north of Quebec City in Quebec’s 
spectacular Charlevoix region, 

Cap Tourmente is a major snow 
goose migration stopover and an 
internationally recognized tidal 
marsh wetland. 

MANTARIO TRAIL: Located about 
150 kilometers east of Winnipeg, 
the 63-kilometer-long Mantario 
Trail in Whiteshell Provincial Park is 
not for the ill-prepared, but it’s a 
good place to experience the natural 
wonders along the edge of the 
Canadian shield. 

MALIGNE CANYON: One of the 
most dramatic hikes in Alberta’s 
Jasper National Park, Maligne 
Canyon is a deep canyon complete 
with waterfalls, glacier carved 
caverns and spectacular gorges. 
JOHNSTON CANYON: An easy 
drive from Calgary, Johnston 
Canyon in Banff National Park of¬ 
fers hikers a chance to see as many 
as seven waterfalls, depending on 
how much energy they want to exert. 
SEA KAYAKING IN HOWE 
SOUND: With practically a lifetime 
of natural getaways within easy 
reach of downtown Vancouver, it’s 
hard to know where to start. A 
guided sea kayaking tour of Howe 
Sound is one option — complete 
with epic mountain scenery, seabirds 
and possible orca sightings. A num¬ 
ber of local outfitters offer rentals, 
instructions and qualified guides for 
novice paddlers. 


It’s a fact that many Canadian city 
dwellers seem unaware of. No matter where 
you live in this country, it’s possible to 
spend the day immersed in the natural world 
and still be home in time for dinner. 


The Haliburton Forest Tour is one of the 
most unique hiking experiences in a country 
awash with great 
hiking trails. The 
four-hour guided 
hike starts along

the bank of a scenic river near the Ontario 
town of Haliburton, then ascends 20 meters 
into the top of the forest canopy via a sus¬ 
pended boardwalk. It’s an aspect of the 
Canadian forest that most Ontarians have 
never seen, despite the fact that the Halibur¬ 
ton Forest lies just a few hours

drive from cities like Toronto, 
Ottawa and London. 
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The natural drama is everywhere. In 
Nova Scotia every September millions of 
plovers and sandpipers gather along a thin 
strip of beach in the Bay of Fundy, blanket¬ 
ing the mud flats and gorging themselves on 
shrimp, preparing for a nonstop migratory 
flight to South America. At the Saguenay- 
Saint-Laurent Marine Park where the 
Saguenay River meets the Saint Lawrence, 

13 species of whales can be seen in one 
place as they feed in the rich waters. At 
Point Pelee National Park in the southern tip 
of Ontario, keen observers can spot almost 
400 species of birds and a variety of plants 
that aren’t found anywhere else in Canada. 


Western city dwellers are even closer to na¬ 
ture. Winnipeg sits at the edge of three major 
Canadian ecosystems — the tallgrass prairie 
to the west and south, the Canadian shield to 
the east and the interlake region to the north. 
In Calgary and Edmonton, an hour’s drive 
west puts day trip adventurers into the 
foothills of the Rocky Mountains. The 
same distance east opens up the harsh, 
beautiful world of the badlands. And 
British Columbia, with five spec¬ 
tacular national parks and nearly 
400 provincial parks, is one of 
the great ecotourism destina¬ 
tions on the planet. 


Taken together it repre¬ 
sents a lifetime of exploring 
for Canadian urbanites. One 
day trip at a time.

You hear this sort of talk a lot in busi¬ 
ness, but these principles are bigger 
than profits and losses. They describe 
the state of our planet, too. Companies 
like Toshiba of Canada make it their 
business to see the connection.

Matthew Morrison’s first 
single isn’t igniting the 
charts like the songs from 
Glee, the hit show he 
plays a teacher on, but the 
actor-singer says he’s not 
trying to compete with its 
musical success. 

He hasn’t made a dent 
on the Billboard Hot 100, 
while the cast of the Fox 
show has appeared on the 
chart more than 130 
times. 

“I know going into this 
that that won’t be possi¬ 
ble,” Morrison said in an 
interview from Los Ange¬ 
les last week. “There’s go¬ 
ing to be a lot of 
expectations for this al¬ 
bum, you know.

Morrison’s single, the

Hidden costs of home buying 


O Before you buy your first home, consider these 10 forgotten costs to include in your budget

When Marcelle, 29, and Ja- 
neen, 31, bought their first 
home — a new condo near 
funky Whyte Avenue in 
Edmonton — they were 
determined not to join the 
house-poor crowd. So they 
saved up a 25 per cent 
downpayment, said no to 
upgrades and bought used 
furnishings. 

But six months later 
they were in trouble. They 
hadn’t anticipated a host 
of expenses that tipped 


their purchase from af¬ 
fordable to “it hurts!” Con¬ 
sider these 10 frequently 
forgotten costs when you 
do your budget. 

Interest adjustments 

This covers any gap be¬ 
tween closing date and 
first mortgage payment. 
Avoid it by lining up the 
closing date and first pay¬ 
ment to be exactly a 
month apart. 

Mortgage insurance 

This is typically required 
by lenders if your down¬ 


payment is 20 per cent or 
less (to a minimum of five 
per cent). 

Home inspection 

The average is around 
$100 an hour, though 
some home inspectors 
charge by house size. 

Survey (certificate of location) 

If there isn’t a current one 
available, plan on spend¬ 
ing from $750 to $1,500. 

Legal costs 

These vary but average 
$1,500 to $2,500. 


Property appraisal 

This may be required by 
your lender, though some 
include it as part of the 
mortgage package. Other¬ 
wise plan on $150 to $300. 

Home insurance 

This is an often-overlooked 
item when calculating 
monthly payments. Get at 
least two estimates. 

Vendor reimbursements 

This is necessary for items 
like taxes and fiiel, which 
the vendor paid in ad¬ 
vance. 


Land transfer tax 

Loathed by home buyers, 
this tax may be levied in 
your area. Ask about reduc¬ 
tions for first-time buyers. 

Condo costs 

These can include a parking 
spot, in-advance monthly 
condo fees, PST\HST on ap¬ 
pliances, occupancy fees, 
tax on upgrades and war¬ 
ranty enrolment fees. 

A little prep in advance 
of purchase ensures you 
won’t be hit by sticker 
shock at closing. 


Variable or fixed 


► A variable rate will change 
with interest rates while a 
fixed rate is, well, fixed for 
a specified term. 

► Economist Moishe 
Milevsky’s research 
indicates that a variable 
rate saves money 90 per 
cent of the time, as much 
as 50 per cent of the inter¬ 
est paid over the life of the 
mortgage. 

► But if certainty means 
you'll sleep at night, fixed 
may be more suitable, 
even though you’ll pay for 
the security.

“If you prefer not to 
save money, then think 
like a homebuyer,” says 
Campbell, an investor 
who analyzes and writes 
about the Canadian real 
estate industry.

And while it’s tough to 
approach your first home 
with your brain instead of 
your heart, Campbell rec¬ 
ommends looking for cer¬ 
tain criteria that will 
encourage you to make a 
wise decision. 

“You fall in love with a 
house in a neighbourhood 
that has a future and not a 
past,” he says. “Buy in an 
area where the property 
values will go up.” 

Buying close to a train 
or station is a good idea be¬ 
cause those properties are 
predicted to rise in value 
15 per cent more than sim¬ 
ilar properties that aren’t 
near a station, he says. 

It’s also smart to work 
your mortgage like an in¬ 
vestor, says Campbell. So 
on a $300,000 variable-rate 
mortgage, choose to pay 
back the higher monthly 
payment of a five-year 


loclced-in mortgage. 

Yes, the payment is 
more than you’re required 
to pay, but 100 per cent of 
the extra payment goes off 
the principal. After five 
years, you’ll have paid the 
same total as a loclced-in 
mortgage, but with this 
method a lot more comes 
off your principal and 
you’ve paid a lot less in in¬ 
terest payments. 

Determining a few key 
factors before hitting the 
bricks is a good idea for 
first-time homebuyers, 
says Rob Faulkner, presi¬ 
dent of the Nova Scotia As¬ 
sociation of Realtors. 

Faulkner says it is vital 
buyers determine what 
they can afford, choose a 
few locations that work for 
their lifestyle, and buy a 
home based on lifestyle 
and the ability to main¬ 
tain it.

Shopping for your first 
house can be fun — espe¬ 
cially seeing what’s new 
in home decor — but with 
all the choices, making a 
decision can be a chal¬ 
lenge. A good place to 
start is with new or resale. 

“Whether it’s your first 
time buying or your 10th, 
deciding depends on per¬ 
sonal preference and loca¬ 
tion,” says Elton Ash, 
regional executive vice 
president of ReMax Cana¬ 
da West in Kelowna, B.C. 

It’s hard to deny the ap¬ 
peal of a new home with 
the latest in kitchens, 
baths, fixtures, he says, 
and there’s a warranty 
that backs the building, 
foundation, finishes, etc. 

A resale home’s biggest 
appeal is its history — be¬ 
ing in an established area, 
solidly appreciating value, 


schools, green space, plus 
a sense of neighbourhood. 

But location is a multi¬ 
faceted issue, Ash adds. 
New homes are usually 
found in subdivisions, so 
there’s commuting if you 
work downtown. That 
adds to time and money, 

OLD OR NEW 

Don’t forget 
closing costs 

It’s important to ask 
abou the various costs of 
a new or resale home. 
Resale homes have set 
closing dates and costs: 
the house is already 
built, and closing costs 
are roughly 1.5 per cent 
of the purchase price. 
New homes can be 
different, says Rodney 
Litigio, a Toronto mort¬ 
gage consultant with 
buyingblock.com: What 


so it must be weighed 
with the house price. Ash 
has noticed an increased 
desire for suburbs with 
good rapid transit. The 
new suburban home also 
offers lots of home — 
both in size and lifestyle 
extras — for the money. 

you see in the sales 
brochure may not be 
what you get, so “when 
you sign a new purchase 
agreement, always try to 
make the sales brochure 
part of the agreement.” 

The same goes for 
closing costs. New 
homes are subject to ad¬ 
ditional municipal 
levies, so closing can 
cost up to 4 per cent of 
the purchase price. Liti¬ 
gio says you can negoti¬ 
ate to cap how much 
you’ll pay of those clos¬ 
ing levies, with the 
developer picking up the 
rest.

What exactly is a down 
payment on a new home? 

“Any lender wants you 
to have some of your mon¬ 
ey going into a home pur¬ 
chase alongside the 
lender’s money. That’s ba¬ 
sically the function of a 
down payment,” says Geoff 
Parkin, president of the 
Vancouver-based Mortgage 
Brokers Association of B.C. 

As with most payment 
programs, the more you 
put down, the less you 
owe later. Federal law 
states that when you bor¬ 
row more than 80 per cent 
of the value of a home, 
you have to be insured 
against default by one of 
Canada’s three mortgage 
insurance companies. 

“So we add an insur¬ 
ance premium to the 
home buyer’s mortgage. 
So for that $400,000 home 
where you’re putting 
$20,000 down, you might 
have another $8,000 added 
onto your mortgage as an 
insurance premium.” 

The premiums are cal¬ 
culated by how much your 
down payment involves 
starting at 80 to 85 per 
cent (of the total cost), 
then 85 to 90 per cent and 


then 90 to 95 per cent. “As 
you get higher, you’ve put 
less down on your down 
payment, the premiums go 
up,” says Parkin. 

So how to calculate 
what you need to put 
down on that $500,000 
three-bedroom home 
you’re in love with? 

“Take the cost and mul¬ 
tiply it by five per cent, 
and that tells you what 
your minimum down pay¬ 
ment is,” says Donna 
Mullen, a broker/owner 
with Your Mortgage Store 
in Wasaga Beach, Ont. 

In this case, you would 
put down $25,000. But as 
Mullen reminds us, that 
five per cent is only the 
minimum — even though 
there are programs avail¬ 
able offering cash-back in¬ 
centives to pay off 
personal debt. 

That allows you to free 
up more money for the 
down payment and lets 
you virtually go through 
100 per cent financing for 
your first home, keeping 
in mind you’ll pay the 
price in higher insurance 
premiums for at least the 
first five years. 

“But five per cent is 
where you have to start 
from. If you have more to 
put down, that’s awesome 
because the more you put

gift from a family member, 
combining your cash with 
money from an existing 
line of credit or tapping in¬ 
to your RRSPs. 

The Homebuyer Mortgage 
Program lets you take up 
to $20,000 out of RRSPs 
without paying tax on it, if 
it’s for the purchase of 
your first home. “It’s for 
first-time homebuyers on¬ 
ly,” says Parkin. “That can 
then be repaid over 15 
years in equal instalments 
and there are no tax conse¬ 
quences.” 

That’s on top of your 
amortization, or the num¬ 
ber of years it takes you to 
pay off your mortgage — 
changes to the federal law 
in March dropped the 
length of amortization 
from 35 years to 30 years. 


down, your mortgage insur¬ 
ance premium goes down 
and you save money.” 

To keep that down pay¬ 
ment in mind, Parkin sug¬ 
gests crunching numbers 
before you start house 
hunting. “Always get 
preapproved for a mort¬ 
gage before you go shop¬ 
ping — go through the 
math to see what you can 
afford, especially if the 
market is active,” he says.

Home renovation is a $ 50- 
billion industiy in Canada, 
and most builders will offer 
a variety of upgrade options 
ranging from appliances 
and bathroom fixtures to 
floor coverings, counter- 
tops, doors and decks. 

The trick is to know 
how much to spend. “The 
top two renovation expen¬ 
ditures are the same no 
matter where you go — 
that’s kitchens and baths,” 
says Peter Simpson, presi¬ 
dent of the Greater Van¬ 
couver Home Builders’ 
Association. 

As far as upgrades are 
concerned, the sky is the 
limit. “We’re finding that 
over the past few years the 
number of products avail¬ 
able has increased signifi¬ 
cantly so the choices are 
enormous. If you want a 
handmade nickel clawfoot 
tub and you’ve got an ex¬ 
tra $60,000 kicking 
around, you can have 
that,” says Simpson. 

Ben Young, COO of Ra- 
mar Homes in Halifax, says 
the tendency used to be 
larger homes, but poten¬ 
tial buyers are now look¬ 
ing more for interior 
features, or the “fit and 
finish” as he calls it. 
“They’re paying attention 
to things like their 


kitchens. Granite counter- 
tops are becoming much 
more popular.” 

From an investment per¬ 
spective, any improve¬ 
ments you make will add to 
the resale value of the 
home, but only up to a 
point. A good rule of thumb 
is to keep a five per cent cap 
on your upgrades if you 
want that money back from 
your investment. 

The options offered by 
builders may vaiy and 
some offer limited choices 
because they’re at a cer¬ 
tain price point. You may 
prefer to add your own im¬ 
provements after the fact. 
Maybe you’d like to up¬ 
grade the kitchen floor to 
a nicer tile, for example. 

But Simpson warns that 
any work that you or an¬ 
other contractor performs 
after you’ve moved in is 
not covered by the warran¬ 
ty on the house. 

“My advice to con¬ 
sumers who are doing this, 
unless they’re very handy, 
I would leave it to the pro¬ 
fessionals.” 

The advantage of buy¬ 
ing from the builder, says 
Simpson, is that “all the 
new products and services 
and leading-edge technolo¬ 
gy and building code ad¬ 
vances are included in the 
new home. That’s what 
some people consider to be 
the ultimate renovation.”

Easter dinner 
isn’t meant 
to be a 
rushed affair.

This flavourful, slowly 
roasted leg of lamb from 
Sarah Raven’s cookbook, 
Fresh From the Garden, is 
a great example of the 
wonders you can work 
when you’re not even in 
the kitchen.

serve with the lamb. 

And even that is just a 
matter of tossing the roast¬ 
ing pan on the stove and 
simmering for a bit.

kitchen towels. Let rest 
for 30 minutes.

Sip wine & save the planet 

O Wineries teaming up with environmental organizations to raise funds 
for eco-friendly causes O Newest wine geared towards Gulf Coast recovery 


Sip a pinot, save the plan¬ 
et? That’s the thinking be¬ 
hind wineries teaming up 
with environmental organ¬ 
izations to raise funds for 
trees, seas and land. 

One of the latest 
Clean Coast wines, the 
brainchild of California 
winemaker Susie Selby. 

The owner of Selby 
Winery created the 
wines, available on¬ 
line, and in Mississippi 
and Louisiana, with 
the goal of raising 
awareness of the Gulf| 
Coast recovery effort. 

“I spend a lot of 
time in Louisiana. It’s 
just a place that’s near 
and dear to my heart,’ 


Selby said. After the 2010 
oil spill she decided she 
wanted to do some¬ 
thing to help the area 
on a long-term basis, so 
she came up with Clean 
Coast wines. 

The four wines — 
pinot noir, chardon- 
nay, cabernet sauvi- 
gnon and merlot — 
carry labels decorat¬ 
ed with marine 
creatures. From 
every bottle sold on¬ 
line (cleancoast- 
wines.com) $4 is 
donated to the 
Greater New Orleans 
Community Founda¬ 
tion. 

“It’s an honour to

give back through wine,” 
she said, “because people 
still enjoy the food and 
wine experience, but are 
also able to make a little 
bit of a difference.” 

Another wine-to-water 
connection is being made 
by Flying Fish, which 
makes wines from grapes 
grown in Washington 
state’s Columbia Valley. 

“We thought we’d like 
to really honour the wa¬ 
ters that are home to the 
fish that are featured on 
the label,” said Karmen 01- 
son-Stevens, brand mar¬ 
keting manager. 

Since launching in 
2004, the winery has do¬ 
nated a portion of pro¬ 


ceeds to Ocean Conservan¬ 
cy, for a current total of 
nearly $70,000. The money 
is earmarked for the orga¬ 
nization’s annual interna¬ 
tional coastal cleanup and 
last year went to the Gulf 
cleanup efforts. 

Other wineries also are 
branching out. 

Root 1, produced in 
Chile, is a long-standing 
partner of Global ReLeaf, a 
branch of American 
Forests. By the end of 
2011, winery officials esti¬ 
mate Root 1 and Global Re- 
Leaf will have planted 
more than 40,000 trees in 
forest restoration projects 
around the world.

James Neal scored 3:38 into 
the second overtime to give 
the Pittsburgh Penguins a 
3-2 victory over the Tampa 
Bay Lightning in Game 4 of 
their first-round playoff se¬ 
ries Wednesday night. 

Marc-Andre Fleuiy 
stopped 29 shots —12 of 
them in the extra periods 
— to help the Penguins 
take a commanding 3-1 
lead in the best-of-seven 
Eastern Conference 
matchup. Game 5 is Satur¬ 
day in Pittsburgh, with the 
Lightning needing a victory 
to stay alive. 

Neal gathered a loose 
puck along the boards and 
sent the winning shot past 
goalie Dwayne Roloson, 
who had 50 saves for Tam¬ 
pa Bay. 

Martin St. Louis scored 
late in the second period 
and Sean Bergenheim 
added his first career play¬ 
off goal with less than four 
minutes remaining in regu¬ 
lation as Tampa Bay rallied 
from a 2-0 deficit for the 
second straight game 
against Penguins goalie 
Marc-Andre Fleury. 

But unlike Game 3, 
when Pittsburgh’s Tyler 
Kennedy countered with 
the winning goal just 31 
seconds after the Lightning 
tied it, Tampa Bay took this 
one into overtime. 

The Lightning failed to 
take advantage of a power- 
play opportunity in the 
first OT, and got off only 
one shot in the second ex¬ 
tra period before Neal end¬ 
ed it with his first goal of 
the playoffs. 

Kennedy and Arron
